Thank you for the reply of 1 February 2002 to the last report. I have considered it and believe that 
there are lawful grounds of objection to the application. These grounds of objection are: 

5. Claim 16 is not fairly based because it is not limited to matter related to the inventive concept 
and encompasses subject matter that owes nothing to the teaching of the specification. The 
specification describes methods for identifying compounds which are capable of inhibiting 
HIV-1 infection of a CD4+ cell. The methods of identifying the compounds do not produce 
new products; they are merely detection methods that identify certain properties of 
compounds. The specification does not teach the person skilled in the art how to design or 
produce the compounds that are the subject of the claim and therefore the claim is not fairly 
based.
